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INTRODUCTION 


This inventory lists the complete range of long term care 
services in the Hamilton-Wentworth region. Long term care is 
defined as that which is required for physical or mental well 
being over a period greater than 60 days; and which is based 
either in an institution or in the community. 

The criteria for inclusion in the inventory are: 


Is care provided? 
Is the care necessary to everyday function? 
Will it be required for more than sixty days? 


The information is divided into five categories: 


Institutions 

Residences 

Community Delivered Services 

Child and Adolescent Services 

Recreational Services 

Some services have been included in the section 

"Community Delivered Services" which do not accurately 
fulfill the criteria. However, it was recognized that 
some support services are required as an adjunct to 


long term care programs.

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INSTITUTIONS 


Hamilton-Wentworth Region has three active treatment 
hospitals; Chedoke-McMaster Hospital (two locations: Chedoke 
Division and McMaster Division), Hamilton Civic Hospitals 
(two locations: Hamilton General snd Henderson General) and 
St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Long term psychiatric services are provided by the 
Hamilton Psychiatric Hospital. 

Chronic care services (Type 3) are provided by 
St. Peter's Hospital and by chronic care units in the 
Chedoke and McMaster Divisions of Chedoke-McMaster 
Hospital, and St. Joseph's Hospital. The Region is 
served by 1/7 nursing homes, five homes for the aged, and 
one Ontario Psychiatric Hospital. 

Tables Al, A2 and A3 describe the bed allocations in 
the institutions. Tables A4 - A7 define Types of Care 
excluding Acute, according to Ontario Ministry of Health 
guidelines. Table 8 explains the fee schedule. 

Nursing Homes are required to make available a minimum 
of 75% of the licensed bed capacity to persons receiving 
Extended Care Benefits (Type 2) the remainder may be maintained 
for the use of Intermediate Care (Type 1). (Ministry of Health 
statistics show that less than 1% of all Nursing Home facilities 


are occupied by persons at the intermediate level).

In addition, some of the licensed nursing home beds 
may also be licensed under the Homes for Special Care Act 
(1964) and occupied by persons discharged from psychiatric 
hospitals. 

Bed capacity licensing and fee schedules are controlled 
by the Ontario Ministry of Health under the Nursing Homes 
Act (1972); 

Homes for the Aged may provide Type 1 or Type 2 care. 
Again, the number of beds which may be used for Type 2 care 
are subject to government regulations controlled by the 
Ministry of Community and Social Services under the Homes 
for the Aged and Rest Homes Act and Charitable Institutions 
Act (1970). Fee schedules for Type 2 care in homes for the 
aged and nursing homes are the same for the patient co-payment, 
although total costs differ. Residential care fees vary with 


the institution.

We have included in our inventory those homes which are known to house people who have long term 


health care needs. 


The majority of facilities listed in this section provide lodging, meals, cleaning, laundry 
and supervision to Senior Citizens or the mentally and/or physically disabled. Some facilities special- 
ize in persons with a history of alcoholism; others with the mentally retarded. The Homes for Special 


Care Program also supervise a number of group homes for discharged psychiatric patients.
